Driver, His Son and 18 


Negroes Are Hurt as 


Car Hits Ditch 


MAGNOLIA—Grover Peterson, 40- 


year-old bus driver, his son, Hershel, 
and 18 negroes were injured, some of 
them seriously, when the school bus 
in which they were riding crashed 
into a ditch on the Haynesville-Mag- 
nolia highway in the city limits here 
at 8 p. m. Sunday. 


The accident occurred when Peter- 


son, in an effort to avoid striking an 
approaching car, swerved 
the bus 


causing it to crash into n ditch and 
overturn. The Irge machine was vir- 
tually demolished and it was reported 
many of the negro passengers were 
Blinded by the flying splinters. 


The extent of injuries 
sustained 


could not be ascertained, the negroes 
having been taken to the,homes of 
other negroes in the section of the city 
in which the accident occurred. They 
were treated by a corps of physicians 
summoned foe the emergency. 


Peterson and his son were taken 


to a hospital here. They were not be- 
lieved to have been seriously injur- 
ed.

the Bureau of the Census showed that 
565,160 running bales were 
ginned 


from the crop of 1931 prior to Sep- 
tember 1st. According to the New 
York Cotton Exchange world con- 
sumption of all kinds of cotton for the 
season 1930-31 amounted to 22,800,000 
bales, 
compared with 
24,700,000 in 


1929-30 and 25,800,000 in the season 
before. 


According to the same source the 


world carryover of all kinds of cot- 
ton on July 31st amounted ,pto 13,900,- 
000 bales, compared with 11.200,000 the 
previous season. 


Exports this season to September 


IXth amounted to about 360,000 bales 
compared with about 650,000 for the 
corresponding period last season. 
Of the total exports from the United 
States so far this season nearly 50 
per cent have gone 
to Japan and 


China and these two countries com- 
bined have taken about 100,000 bales 
more this season to date compared 
with a'year ago from the sme period.

totals include all payments for the 
year, whether made from current rev- 
enues or from the proceeds of bond 
issues. 


Of the governmental costs reported 


above, $24,660,783 was for 
highways, 


$2,678,313 being for maintenance and 
$21,982,470 for construction. 


Revenues: The total revenues re- 


ceipts were $24,776,007, or $13.38 per 
capita. This was $2,186,670 more than 
the 'total payments of the year, ex- 
clusive of the payments for perman- 
ent improvements, but $22,684,217 .less 
than the totil payments including 
those for permanent improvements. 
These payments in excess of revenue 
receipts wer mt from the proceeds of 
debt obligations. Of the total rev- 
enue receipts 
$9,526 represents re- 


ceipts from a State department or 
enterprise on account 
of 
services. 


Property and special taxes represented 
29.9 per cent of the total revenue for 
1930, 31.2 per cent for 1929, and 75.4 
per cent for 1918. The increase in the 
amount of property and special taxes 
collected was 103 per cent from 1918 
to 1930, and 4.8 per cent from 1929 to 
1930. The per capita property and spec- 
ial taxes were $4.00 in-1930, $3.84 in 
1929, and $2.13 in 1918. 


Earnings of general departments, or 


compensation for services rendered 
by State officials, represented 5.4 per 
cent of the total revenue for 1930, 5.3 
per cent for 1929, and 9.3 per cent for 
1918. 


Business and nonbusiness licenses 


contributed 54 per cent of the to'tal 
revenue for 1930, §0.4 per cent for 1929, 
and 9.4 per cent for 1918. 


Receipts from business licenses con- 


sist chiefly of taxes exacted from in- 
surance and other incorporated com-

at the time in life when the disease is 
most fatal to them. Statistics prove 
that the death rae tfom diphtheria is 
much greater among children attack- 
ed before they are fiVe years df age.
